tyirticle I. 

I* N the Firfl place it is Agreed and Con- 
cluded, That from this aay, and for ever 
forward3,thcre be a true, firm and invi- 
olable Peace between themoft Serene 
King of Gr^"^^ Britain, France and Ire- 
/^;/^,DefenderoftheChriflianFaith,(!^r. 
and the moft Illuftrious Lords , the 
Balhaw, Dey, Aaa and Governours of 
the City and Kingdom of Algiers , and 
between all the Dominions and Subjeds 
of either fide, and that the Ships or other Veflcls, and the Subje(5ts 
and People of both fides Ihall not henceforth do to each other any 
harm, offence, or injury, either in word or deed, but ihall treat one 
another wi*-. all poflible refped and friendihip. 

A X II. That

Tha-t any ot the Ships (3f other Vcflcls belonging to the faid King 
o{ Great Britain, or to any ofHis Majcftics Subjeds, may fafely 
conic to the Port of ^fei^^ J, or to any other Port or Place of that 
Kingdom, therefreelytoBuyandSeil, paying the ufualCuftomsot 
loperCent. as in former times , for fuch Goods as they fell, andthe 
Goods they fell not , they Ihall freely carry on Board without pay mg 
any Duties for the fame ; And that they fliall freely depart from 
thence whenfoevcr they plcafe'without any flop or hinderance wliat- 
focver. AstoContrabandMerchandizes.asPowder, Brimltone, 
Iron , Planks , and all forts of Timber fit for Building of Ships. Ropes, 
Pitch. Tar, Fufils, and other Habiliments of War, HisfaidMaje- 
ilies Subjeds fliall pay no Duty for the fame to thofc oi Algiers. 

III. 

That all Ships and other Veffels , as well thofe belongingto the 
faidKingofGr'^/^ri^^i^/, or toanyot His M^efties ^^^bj^fts a^ 
thofebelongingto the Kingdom or People oi Algiers , fliall freely 
pafstheSeas, and Traffick without any Search, hmderanceormo. 
leftation from each other, and that all Perfons or Paflengers of 
what Countrey foever, and all Moneys , Goods, Merchandizes 
andMoveables. towhacfoeverPeopleor Nation belonging, being 
onBoardofanyofthefaids Ships or Vcffels, fliall be wholly free . 
and (hall not be {topped, taken or plundered, nor receive any harm 
or damage whatfoevcr from either party. 

IV. 

■ Thatthe iyilgiers Ships of War or other Vcfl'els meeting with 
any Merchants ^hips or other Vefl-els of His faid Majefties fub- 
ie/ts, not being in any of the Seas appertaining to His Majefties 
Dominions , may fend on Board one fingle Boat with two fitters 
onely, befides the ordinary Crew of Rowers, and that no more ihall 
enter any fuch Merchant ^hip or Veflell without exprefs leave 
from the Commander thereof, but the two Jitters alone, and that

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upon producing a Pafs under the Hand and Seal of the l,oid High Ad- 
miral of £'//{;/<7«Jand/r^/i7W, or of die Lord Hii^h Admiral ofiyr;?/- 
lund , for the faids Kingdoms refpec^ively, or under tiic H.inds ^ Scal 
of the ComminTioners for Executing the Office of J^rd Hii^h Admiral 
of any of the faids Kingdoms , that the faid Boat lira! I prefently depart, 
and the Merchant Sliip or Vcflelfliall proceed freely on her Voyage, 
and that although for the fpace of Fifteen Moncths next enfuing after 
the Conclufion ot this Peace , the faid Commander of the Merchand 
Ship or VefTel produce no fuchPafs , yet if the major part of the Sea- 
men of the faid Ship or Vclfel be Subjects of the fiidKingof^w/^ 
Britaiih the faid Boarihall immediatly depart, and the faid Merchant 
Ship or Veffel ftiall freely proceed on her Voyage ; But that alter the 
faid Fifteen Moneths, all Merchants Ships or Veflcls of His faid Ma- 
jefties Subje(fts fliall be obliged to produce fuch a pafs asaforefaid 
And any of the Ships of War or other Veflcls ofHisfaidMajefty 
meeting with any Ships or other Veflcls of Algiers , if the Com- 
mander of any fuch Algier Ship or VelTcl fliall produce a Pafs Firmed 
by the Chief Governours oi Algiers, and a Certificate from the Eug- 
lijb ConM living there, or if they have no fuch Pafs or Certificate, 
yet if for the fpace of Fifteen Moneths next enfuing the Conclufion of 
this Peace , the major pare ot the Ships Company htTurks , Moors, 
or Slaves belonging to o^^/^rj, then the (aid Airier Shipor Vcfiel 
fliall proceed freely ; But that after the faids Fifteen Moneths , all 
Algiers Ships or Veflels ftiaUbe obliged to produce fuch a Pafs and 
Certificate as aiorefaid. 

V. 

That no Commander or other Perfon of any Ship or Veffel of ^Z- 
giers fliall take out of any Ship or VeflelofHis faid Majefties Sub- 
jeds, any perfon or perfons whatfoever , to carry them any where 
to be Examined, or upon any other pretence; nor fliall they ufe any 
Torture ot Violence to any perfon of what Nation or Quality foever, 
being on Board any Ship or Veflel of His Majefties Subjefts, up- 
on any pretence whatfoever. 
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VI. 

That no Shipwrack belonging to the faid King oiGreat Britain, or 
toany of His Majefties Subje(fts , upon any part of the Coaft 
belonging to Algiers , fhall be made or become Prize , and that 
neither the Goods thereof fliall be Seized , nor the Men made 
Slaves ; but that all the Subjeasofy^/^i^rjfliall do their beft endea- 
vours to fave the faid Men and tlieir Goods. 

VII. 

That no Ship, nor any other Veflel of -^^/Vrj fhall Ifeveper- 
- niiflion to be delivered up, or go to Sally , or any other place in 
Enmity with the faid King of Great Britain, to be made ufe of as 
Corfairs or Sea-Rovers againft His faid Majefties Subjeds. 

VIII. 

That none of the Ships or otlier fmallcr VefTels o( Algiers (iull 
remain Crufingncar or in fight of His Majefties City and Garifon 
of Tangier, or of any other His Majefties Roads , Havens or 
Ports , Townes and Places , nor any ways difturb the Peace and 
Commerce of the fame. 

IX. 

Thatif anySchip or VelTelof r«;//V, Tripli , ov Sally , orof 

S f ^'fe'A'i"S'"?.^^^>>^' ^^^^^^' McnorGoodsbelonff. 
ingtoanyofHisfaidMajefties^'ubjeas, to Algiers, ortoanyPoft 
rlrmlT^ ru'^M^'Sdom, the Governours there iliall not permit 
thcmtobefoldwithintheTcrritoriesof^/^i^rj-. ^ 

X. 

Thatif any of the Ships of War of the faid King of great 
Britain do come to Algiers, or to any other Port or Place of that 
KingdomwithanyPrize. they may freely .S-ellit, or otherwifeto 
dilpofc of It at their own pleafurc , without being moleftcd 
byany: And that His Majefties faids Jhips of Warilall notbc 
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obliged to pay Cuftoms in any fort ; and that if they Ihalhvant 
Proviftons , Victuals , or any other things , they may freely 
Buy them at the Rate in the Market. 

XI. 

That when any of His faid Majefties Ships of War fliall ap- 
pear before Algiers, upon notice thereof given by the Englijh 
Conful , or by the Commander of the faid Ships to the Chief 
Governours of Algiers , Publick Proclamation Ihall be immedi- 
atly made to Secure the Chriftian Captives ; and if after that 
anyChriflianswhatfoever make their cfcapc on Board any of the 
faids Ships of War, they fliall not be required back again, nor 
lliall the faid Conful or Commander , or any otiier His Ma- 
jefties Subjefts be obliged to pay any thing for the laids Chriftians. 

XII. 

Thatfromand after the time that the Ratification of this Treaty 
bv the Kin<^ of great Britain , fliall be delivered to the Chief 
Governours"ofy^/^i^rj, no Subjeds of His faid Majefty fliallbc 
Bought or fold , or made Slaves in any part of the Kingdom ot 
Akiers , upon any pretence whatfoever. And the laid King ot 
ureat Britain fliall not be obliged byvertueof this Treaty ofPcacc 
to redeem any of His ^ubjeds now in Slavery, or who may be made 
Slaves before the faid Ratification ; But it fliall depend abfolutly 
upon His Majefty, or the Friends and Relations of the faids perfons 
in Slavery , without any limitation or reftriaion of time , to re- 
deem fuch , and fo many of them from time to time as flial be 
thoue'htfit,agreeingforasreafonableaPrice asmaybe , with their 
Patrons or Matters fortheir Redemption, without oblidgingthefaids 
Patrons or Mafters againft their wills to fet any at Liberty , whe- 
ther they be Slaves belongingto the Beylicque or Gaily, orlucli 
as belong tothe Bafliaw. Dey, Governour , Aga, or any other 
perfons whatfoever. Andall i^laves beingHis Majefties ^ubjefts, 
Ml, when they are redeemed . enjoy the advantage and benefit 
of abatements of the Duty dueto theRoyal Houfe, and ot the 
other Charges , by paying fuch reafonable Sums as any Slaves 
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ol other Nations ufually pay wlicii they are Reclccmc'4" \J,^'] 

XIII. 

That if any Subjcifl of the faid King o^^nat Britain happen to fli'e^ 
in /Algiers, or in any part ot irs Territories, his Goods or Moneys fliall 
not be Seized by the Governours Jud^cs.or other Officers oitj^/giers ^ 
( who lliall likewifc make no enquiry after the fame) but the faids" ' 
Goods or Moneys Jhall be pofTefled or received by fuch perfonoB 
perfons whom the Dcceafed (hall by his laft Will have made his , \ 
Heir or Heirs , in cafe they be upon the place where the Tefta- '^. 
tor deceafcd. But if the Heirs be not there , then the Executors '' 
of the faid Will , lawfully Conftitutcd by the Deccafed , ihall af- 
ter having made an Inventory of all the Goods and Moneys left, take 
them into their Cuftody without any hinderance, and Ihall take 
care the fame be remitted by fome fafe way , to the true and law- 
full Heirs ; and in cafe any of His faid Majcfties Subjefts happen 
to die not having made any will , tlie Englijh Conful fliall poflefs 
himfclfofhis Goods and Moneys upon Inventory , for the ufe of the 
Kindred , and Heirs of the Deceafcd. 

That no Merchants being His Majefties Jubjeds, andrefidingin, 
or Trading to the City and Kingdom of ^Algiers, fliall be obliged to 
buy any Merchandizes againfl: their wills ; but it fliall be free for them 
to buy fuch Commodities asthey fliall think fit, and no Captain or 
Commander of any Ship or Veficl belonging to His faidMajefties 
Subjects, fliall be obliged againft his will, to Lade any Goods to 
carry them , or make a Voyage to any Place he fliall not have a mind 
to go to : And neither the Englijh Conful , nor any other tJubje^l 
ot the faid King , Ihall be bound to pay the Debts of any other ot His 
Majcfties Subjcds, except that he or they become Sureties for the 
famcbyapublickacl:. ' 



XV. That 
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XV. 

That the Subjc(f\s of His faid Majefty in t^lgiersfir. its Territories 
in mater of Controverfte , fliall be liable to no other jurifdidion but 
thatoftheDeyorDuan, except they happen to be at difference be- 
tween themftlves , in which cafe they fliall be liable to no other De- 
termination but that of the Conful onely. 

XVI. 

^ That in cafe any Subjed of His faid Majefly being in any part of 
theKingdomofc/^i^/Vrx happen to Strike, Wound, or Kill a ^/zr/^ 
oraAJoor, if he be taken, he is to be puniflied in the fame manner, 
and with no greater feverity then a Turk ought to be , being guilty of 
the fame OfJencc ; But if he efcape, neither the faid Enghjh Conful, 
nor any other of His faidMajefties Subjej^s, fliall be in an any fort 
qucftioncd and troubled therefore. 

XVII. 

That the Englijh Conful now, or at any time hereafter living in Al- 
giers , fliall be there at all times with entire Freedom and Safety of his 
Pcrfon and Eftate , and fliall be permitted to choofe his own Drug- 
german and Broker , and freely to go on Board any Ships in the Road, 
as often and when he pleafes, and to have the Liberty of^the Countrey ; 
And that he fliall be allowed a Place to Pray in , and that no man 
fliall do him any Injury in word or deed. 

XVIII. 

That not onely during the continuance of this Peace and Friend- 
fliip, but likewifc if any Breach or War happen to be hereafter be- 
tween the faid King digreat Britain and the Kingdom o{ Algiers , the 
laid Englijh Conful , and all otliers His faid Majcfties J'ubjeds Inha- 
habiting in the Kingdom of y^/fr/ , fliall always, and at aU times, 
both ofPeace and war, have full and abfolute Liberty to depart and 
go to their own , or any other Countrey, upon any Ship or VefTel of 
what Nation foevcr they (hall think fit, and to carry with them all 
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I'r.cii' Etlatcs , Goocb, V aiuiiics and Servants , wmicut any interrupti- 
on crhindcrancc. 

XIX. 

That no Subject of His faid MajcHy, being a Pallcnger , and com- 
ing or going with his Baggage, from, or to any Port , fliail be any way 
niolcftcdor mcdlcd with, although he be on I3oard any Ship orVef- 
Icl m Enmity with /Algiers ; And in like manner no hlgerine Paflen- 
gct being on Board any Ship or VclTcl in Enmity with the faid King 
oi^i'cat Britain , fliall be any way molefted , wliether in his Perfon 
or in his Goods which he may have Laden on Board the faid Ship or 
A'cflel. 

XX. 

That at all times when any Ship of War of the King o( great Br i- 
tnhis , carr) ing His faid Majefties Flag at the Main-Top-Maft-head, 
ihall appear before /llgiers , and come to an Anchor in the Road, 
That immediatly after notice thereof given by His faid Majefties 
Conful, or Officer, from the Ship unto the Dey and Governour 
o{ Algiers, they fhall in Honour to His Majefty , caufe a Salute 
ofOne and twenty Cannon to be Shot off from the Caftles and Forts 
of the City, and that the faid Ship fliall return an Anfwer by Shooting 
offthe fame Number of Cannon. 

XXI. 

That prcfently after the Signing and Sealing of thefe Articles by 
theBafliaw, Dey,Aga, and Governours of yi'-^/^rj-, all Injuries and 
Damages fuftained on either part , Ihall be quite taken away, and for- 
gotten, and this Peace fliall be in full force and vertue, and continue 
ior ever. And for all Depredations and Damages, that fliall be after- 
wards committed or done by either Side, before notice can be given of 
tliis Peace, full Satisfadion fliall immediatly be made, andwhaifo- 
cver remains in kind , fliall be inftantly refl;ored. 

XXII. That 
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XXII. 

That in cafe it fliall happen hereafter that any thing is done or com- 
mitted contrary to this Treaty, whether by the cJubjefts of the one 
or the other party, the Treaty notwithftanding fliall fubfifl:in full 
force, and fuch Contraventions fliall not occafion the Breach of this 
P.eace, Friendfliip, and good Corrcfpondence, but the Party In- 
jured fliall amicably demand immediat lyatisfadlion for thcfaids Con- 
traventions before it be lawful to break the Peace; and if the Fault was 
committed by any Private JubjecT:s of either Party ; they alone fltiall 
be Puniflied as Breakers of the Peace , and Difturbers of the Publick 
Quiet. And Our Faith fliall be Our Faith, and Our Word Our 
Word.
